fuel rods in concrete if Washington

Kriz and officials 
from the state Division of Environmental 
Quality arc continuing to warn residents 
of the area to take precautions with their 
drinking water. Specifically, residents 
are odvised to boil their top water, or 
treat it with chlorine; switching to bot- 
tled water is also an option.
